Railway Construction Work Declines. 

Chicago. —Railway building in the 
Uinted States during the first six- 
months of 1004 shows a falling off in 
comparison with the corresponding 
periods of 1902 and 19015. Increased 
operating expenses and decreased 
traffic, resulting in smaller net earn¬ 
ings, together with tlie continued 
stringency in the money market, sup¬ 
ply the explanation of the decline ill 
construction. Operating expenses 
were materially increased during the 
first quarter by the severity of the 
winter and spring and many railroads 
are borrowing money for present ne¬ 
cessities. 


Joseph Moscrop, a San Francisco 
drummer, fell down the steps of a 
residence in Occidental and was 
killed. 

Last Wednesday was the hottest 
June day in Portland for a period of 
twenty-eight years, the mercury 
reaching 99 degrees. 

Victor U. Metcalf last week filed in 
the Governor’s office his resignation 
as Congressman from the Third dis¬ 
trict, taking effect July 1st. 

The city jail at Hamilton, Mont., 
was destroyed by fire last week. It. is 
supposed the fire was started by a 
prisoner. All of the prisoners were 
rescued. 

Mrs. Rachel Bailey died at Petalu¬ 
ma at the age of 77 years. She came 
to Petaluma in the early fifties and 
was married to the late James B. 
Bailey. The couple were the first 
white people married in that city. 

Mrs. Peregrine Pinto Roderiguez, a 
native of Santa Cruz, aged 75, died at 
Monterey last week. She was one of 
the oldest natives of the county and 
had never been outside the limits of 
the city. 

Mrs. Lucille Baker was fatally 
burned at her home in Bakersfield as 
a result of the explosion of a can of 
kerosene. She was about to kindle a 
fire and was saturating the wood with 
oil when the explosion occurred. 

James Morrison of Seattle, who 
made his fortune in the Klondike, has 
received a letter from an old miner 
in the Tauana district. It states that 
the winter clean up will reach 85,000, 
000 and the summer $5,000,000. 

W. Bradley, a miner employed near 
Bakersfield, was killed by the explo¬ 
sion of a blast. Bradley had set the 
blast and went to dinner. It failed 
to go off, and supposing it had missed 
fire, he went in to investigate. While 
in the mine it exploded, blowing the 
whole side of his face off. 

An extension of the Imperial branch 
of the Southern Pacific, twelve and a 
half miles long, from Imperial, Cal., 
to Calexico, on the Lower California 
line, has been opened for traffic. The 
telegraph line paralleling the new 
road will be completed within two 
weeks. 

In the District Court at Tombstone, 
A. T., E. Eredia, alias Chappo, was 
sentenced to be hanged on August 
19th for the murder of Deputy Sheriff 
Wight at Black Diamond on February 
10th last. The condemned man is but 
19 years of age and is the youngest 
prisoner upon whom the death sen- 
etuce has been passed ill Arizona. 

Seven telephone poles were struck 
by lightning and splintered into 
matchwood, and a large section of an¬ 
other pole was hurled several hundred 
yards duiing a great electrical storm 
at Marysville last week. Dry grass 
and stubble on ranches was set on fire 
and burned until quenched by the 
rain that accompanied the storm. 

Acting Governor Anderson last 
week appointed the following board 
of directors of (he Women’s Relief 
Corps Home Association at Ever¬ 
green: Geraldine Frisbie of Palo Al¬ 
to, If. Augusta Tozer of San Francis¬ 
co, Lottie M. Winaus of Petaluma, 
Sarah W. Far well of Oakland, and 
Elizabeth Kinne of San Francisco. 

Captain John M. Webster, U. S. A., 
has been appointed United States In¬ 
dian agent at the Colville agency, 
Washington, and will assume his du¬ 
ties at once. The appointment is the 
outcome of a recent investigation of 
the affairs of the agency, the result of 
which was the removal of the former 
agent under orders of the President. 

The first special train carrying can¬ 
taloupes to leave California was ship¬ 
ped to Chicago from Coachella last 
week. The train comprised five cars 
and arrived at its destination in foui- 
days. So far this season seventy-two 
cars of cantaloupes, thirty-four cars 
of watermelons and 800 crates of 


Peterbsurg, 111.— The southbound 
passenger train on the Chicago, Peo¬ 
ria and St. Louis Railroad, due here 
at twenty minutes after six o’clock in 
the evening, was blown off a bridge 
near Oakford, eight miles north of. 
here, by a cyclone. 

One uihii was killed, one fatally 
hurt and a dozen persons injured. 

| The train had slowed down to take 
the bridge, as usual at that point. A 
strong wind was blowing and the pas¬ 
sengers aboard felt the straining of 
'the cars to one side, but did not sus¬ 
pect the wind was to blame. 

Looking out of the window they 
saw a funnel-shaped cloud of inky 
blackness sweeping toward them w ith 
fearful rapidity. Every window was 
hastily put down and the ventilators 
closed, but almost before this could 
be done a gust of wind gave the train 
a lurch. Then a weird whistling 
sound was heard, there was allot her 
wrench and then the third, which 
struck the cars with frightful force. 

By this time there was a panic 
aboard. Women screamed and men 
grabbed their seats in fear. The third 
lift of the wind heaved every part of 
the train except the locomotive from 
the tracks and toppled the cars over 
into the ditch. The smoking-car roll¬ 
ed over twice. Thomas Wiley, bag¬ 
gageman from Springfield, was killed 
and Ernest Lied of Springfield was 
fatally hurt. 

A dozen others "wore bruised by be¬ 
ing thrown against the sides of the 
cars or cut by broken glass from the 
windows. 

Among the injured was General 
Manager \V. H. Gridley, who sustain 
ed a fracture of the arm. 

Relief trains were hurriedly sent to 
the scene with a full corps of physi 
clans and surgeons. 

One man, whose ident ity has not 
been ascertained, stepped out of the 
door of the smoking-car, intending to 
leap from the train and take refuge 
behind the abutment of the bridge. 
He was lifted bodily by the wind, 
carried into an adjacent, field and set 
down as gently as a mother would 
place her child in a chair. 

Another man was pitched into a 
small ditch ill such a way that he wa 
protected from being crushed to 
death by the car which rolled over 
him. 

grapes have been shipped from the 
Coachella valley. 

While Mrs. Johanna Kane was cross¬ 
ing the trestle of the Fort Bragg Rail¬ 
way near Glennblair, she was over 
taken by a car. She was so frighten 
ed that she fell to the bottom of the 
canyon, a distance of about twenty 
feet. She was taken to Fort Bragg, 
but died from her injuries. The car 
was being run by gravity to the com¬ 
pany’s mills, and witnesses state posi 
tively that the car did not strike her. 

Preparations have been made on 
Frazer river, B. C., this yeai fora 
pack of 1500,000 cases of fish. Last 
season the total pack amounted to 
2157,125 cases; in 1902 the pack was 
327.109, and in 1901, the last big year, 
it amounted to 990,252. According to 
all precedent, this year’s run of fish 
will be small, but next year, if past 
records are to be relied upon as a ba 
sis for estimation, there will be a j 
veiy large run. 

Cornelius Lyons, who has blacked i 
shoes on two continents and won at j 
the first Paris World’s Fair the title j 
of “champion bootblack of the 
world,” is dead at San Francisco. ! 
Lyons was *50 years old, and had been 
known in San Francisco for nearly , 
forty years. When the city was but a 
straggling town he opened a boot 
black stand on Sausome street, near ' 
California, and soon made enough 
money to enable him to speculate. 
At one time he had amassed a consid¬ 
erable fortune, but it sifted into , 
other hands through the Stock Ex- j 
change. 


i Berkeley. — After a three-month’s 
| trial of its correspondence school in 
I entomology the University of Califor 
| ilia is satisfied that the scheme is 
practicable and economically vidua 
, hie, and the word has gone out that 
its scope must be increased to take in 
other departments of agricultural 
practice. In time, correspondence 
courses will be established in the nni 
null industries, in irrigation and in 
i horticulture. The curricula are now 
; being prepar -d by Professor K. \V. 
Major, El wood Mead and E. J. Wick 
j son for these respective courses, and 
it is hoped that the literature on ani 
I ilia 1 industries will be ready by the 
! first of next. year. 

There are ninety-eight students 
taking the course in entomology, 
i They are scattered in groups about 
the State, having been organized in 
i “dubs” in various centers. For in¬ 
stance, one of the circles is composed 
of the Horticultural Commissioners 
of Riverside County, of whom there 
i are twelve. The twelve foremen in 
Golden Gate Park, Kan Francisco, 
form another circle, and so on 
through the State. Every day sees 
additions to the number enrolled. 

In the entomological courses the 
farmers participating are required to 
jtudy from nine books that have been 
'►elected and compiled by Professor 
Warren T. Clarke, superintendent of 
university extension in agriculture. 
Four of those are composed of bound 
bulletins issued from California and 
! other States. The remaining five are 
| standard text books oil entomology. 

These volumes are sent, to the cen 
ters whore circles are formed, so that 
the students may study from them. 
At intervals the students are exarnin 
ed by means of questions sent through 
the mails, their papers being returned 
to the university for perusal and 
marking. 

Berkeley. —Roup, a disease that at 
tacks chickens with deadly effect and 
firings immense annual losses to the 
poultry raisers of the State, is being 
thoroughly investigated by the scien¬ 
tists at the University of California in 
the hope that it may he conquered. 
It is a disease tint bnH long resisted 
1 the attacks of the scientific men, hut 
it is likely to be overcome if dealt 
with systematically. 

A campaign has already been 
launched by Profesor A. R. Ward, 
professor of veterinary science and 
bacteriology, who has just returned 
i from the poultry farms of Petaluma. 
It is proposed to treat all the affected 
chickens differently, following sug 
gestions from experience and various 
sources. Out of a large number of 
j these treatments it. is thought that at 
least one cure may he found. Profes¬ 
sor Ward administered to 250 chickens 
i while at Petaluma and found that the 
I most success was obtained by inject 
; ing kerosene into their nostrils. It is 
by no means certain, however, that 
kerosene reaches the disease, and it 
will be a long time before its efficacy, 
if there is any at all, is determined. 

Roup manifests itself by a swelling 
of the heads of the fowls. It is sup- 
| posed that it is caused by colds, due 
: to improperly ventilated chicken 
houses. Science has not determined 
whether it is a contagious disease, 
and this will he one of the aims of 

I 

I the investigation now going on. 

Suit Against Ohio Fish Trust. 

Columbus, O.—Suit, was brought in 
the Circuit Court of Franklin county 
by Attorney-General Kllis to oust the 
I so called fish trust of the Great 
Lakes, which is commercially known 
; as “A. Booth A Co. of Chicago,” 
from its charter in Ohio. The suit is 
brought uuder the Valentine anti 
| trust law. The Attorney-General 
, charges that the company has pur- 
; chased the business of its competitors 
and controls 90 per cent of the fresh¬ 
water fish business carried on from 
I the Mississippi to Buffalo. The eoni- 
i pany is capitalized at $5,500,000. 


Berlin. The question of mediation 
between Russia and Japan on behalf 
of peace continues to be discussed in 
.diplomatic circles here. The Tage- 
blatt quotes the utterances of an un 
named diplomatist having dose rela 
lions with Japan as saying that Japan 
is disposed to accept the mediation 
of some friendly power and would 
propose peace conditions that, Russia 
could accept. Conditions could he 
framed easily, since Japan does not 
seek territorial acquisitions in Mali 
cliuria, but only wants the preserve 
tion of her commercial interests there 
and a certain influence in Korea. 
Having already substantially improv¬ 
ed her mural position with European 
powers through the victories hitherto 
won, Japan would gladly utilize the 
situation thus created for establishing 1 
peace before Russia reinforces her , 
Manchurian army too strongly. This 
diplomat further argues that Russia, 
after having gained one important 
victory, would consent to mediation 
because the war has demonstrated 
that she is unable to cope with Japan 
with her existing military equipment 
and needs ten years for reorganization 
and rearmament before renewing the 
struggle. Hence the war will soon 
come to an end. 

London. —Japanese financial repre¬ 
sentatives who are making inquiries 
in London relative to another foreign 
loan for the purposes of war are con 
suiting with British financiers as to 
the proper terms for the loan. It is 
proposed to borrow .£10,000,000—£5, -j 
ooo.uoo in Great Britain and a similar 
amount in the United States. It is , 
explained that (lie money will not he 
needed for six months, hut that the 
1 Tokio Government is disposed to act I 
betimes. 

Japan’s British Embassador will 
urge the floating of the loan immedi 
ately, inasmuch as Japanese credit is 
not exceptionally high and nobody 
| can foretell the outcome of the next 
half year. 

KEPT BUSY BY A TRIO OF CRANKS.

White Homo Pol cv Arrest Three of Them 
In Une Day. 

Washiutgoii. All crank records 
were broken at 1 lie White House by 
t.he uppoaraiiee in one day of three 
deranged individuals desiring to see 
the President. 

The cranks were all men and ap¬ 
peared perfectly harmless, but the j 
White House guards were somewhat 
worried over the unusual invasion. 
All of Hie mi n admitted that, they 
had served time in asylums hereto 
lore, and they wire consigned to St. 
Elizabeth’s Insane Asylum. 

The only visitor with a grievance 
was Abel Crawford, 72 years old, a 
former inmate of St. Elizabeth’s asy¬ 
lum. The old man carried under his 
arm a large picture of a horse, which 
he said was Hickey Olay, a valuable 
stallion belonging to him. He said 
that his enemies were trying to poison 
j the horse and he wanted to see the 
i President about it. 

The next caller was Henry M. Iluyl, 
wlio said he was 40 years old and liv¬ 
ed at Ceylon, Va. He was stopped 
outside the White House by a police 
man, to whom he told a story of a vi¬ 
sion he had had from heaven in re¬ 
gard to a plot against the life of the 
President. He said he hud great 
1 affection for Mr. Roosevelt and want¬ 
ed to warn him. At the police sta¬ 
tion lie admitted that he had been in 
an usylum at Staunton, Va. 

Septimus I’inci, a paroled inmate of 
St. Elizabeth’s, was the next caller. 
This was I’inci’s second visit to the 
White House in the last few days, i 
He carried a huge roll of manuscript 
under his arm, which he said was a 
j poem written in French which he 
wished to present to the President.

London. -Great Britain ha* success - 
ully brought pressure to hear on the 
Porte for the relief of the persecuted 
Armenians, according to statement* 
in a letter written by Foreign Secre¬ 
tary Lanadowne to the Anglo Anne 
nian Association. 

1’he letter says that President Nich¬ 
olas O’Connor, the British Kitibussa- 
j dor at Constantinople, in a long in¬ 
terview with the Grand Vizier on 
June I tth, pointed out to that official 
the responsibility ot the Porte should 
I report* of Kurdish outrages prove 
true. 

The Kmhassailor railed the often 
t.inii of the Grand Vizier to the design 
which had been accredited to the 
Turkish authorities of driving Die Ar¬ 
menians from their mountain homes 
to the plains, and urged that orders 
should be Hent to the Vuli of Bitlis 
that refugees he allowed to return to 
their homes and he given protection 
from the Kurds. 

The Grand Vizier acquiesced in the 
wishes of Sir Nicholas and telegraph 
ed orders to that effect in the pres- 
once of the Embassador.

effect.

iss of Recreation is of timely inter- 
! est. The writer has given the sub- 
| ject of the value of birds to the farrn- 
! er and fruit grower close study and is 
prepared to show they are a great 
help. An examination he made of the 
crop of a quail showed 101 potato 
bugs. In the crop of nuother he found 
500 chinch bugs. In a yellow billed 
cuckoo, killed at 6 o’clock in tlie morn¬ 
ing. were found forty-three tent cater¬ 
pillars and in another 217 web worms. 
Getting down to the maligned robin he 
does not hesitate to declare this bird's 
great usefulness. In the crop of one 
robin were 175 caterpillars. Four chick¬ 
adees had eaten 1,028 eggs of the cank¬ 
er worm, and it is asserted this bird 
will destroy 5,000 canker worms in a 
single day. A barn swallow eats from 
5 .IMM 1 to 10.000 flics and other insects 
in a week, while n dove eats as many 
weed seeds in tlie same time. Near 
tlie nest of a horned owl the writer 
quoted once found the remains of 113 
house rats which it had killed that 
season. Barns owls destroy meadow 
mice, which are extremely destructive 
to young trees. A distinguished natur¬ 
alist is said to have made the state¬ 
ment that if all the birds were forever 
wiped out of existence, in seven years 
tlie earth would not be habitable to 
mankind because of tlie Increase of in¬ 
sects and kindred pests on which the 
feathered tribes feed. Whether tills is 
or Is not an extreme statement, It does 
not require the testimony of a scien¬ 
tist to convince us that birds, with 
hardly an exception, are of the great¬ 
est value to the human race and 
should he protected by the rigid en¬ 
forcement of the laws. 

Do you even faintly appreciate the 
growth of this glorious country of 
yours? Statistics are generally con¬ 
sidered dry reading. Here are some 
that should he read in every school¬ 
room in the land, if for no other pur¬ 
pose than to arouse pride and interest 
in a nation that Is still on tlie upgrade: 
in forty years exports of agricultural 
products have jumped from $174,000,- 
O00 to $873,000,000; manufacturers ex 
ported from $41,000,000 to $407,000, 
000 . Then there were 2 , 100,000 farms; 
now there are over 0,000,000. The 
farms were worth $ 8 , 200 , 000,000 then, 
and are valued at over $ 22 , 000 , 000,000 
now. Then there were 160,000 facto¬ 
ries; now there are 525,000, and in 
place of tlie 1,500,Out) employes tolling 
ill the factories in 1803, ttiere are now 
(1,000,000. Their wages then were 
$400,000,000 annually, and now they 
are paid $3,000,tiOO.OOO. The value of 
Ihe factory products has leaped from 
$ 2 , 000 , 000,000 to $14,000,000,000. In 
forty years the cottou crop has more 
than doubled, and the manufactured 
cotton product Is worth $400,000,000, 
as against $ 115,000,000 then. The per 
capita wealth has jumped from $525 
to $1,300, and tlie interest charge ou 
the national debt, which amounted to 
$- 1.12 per capita in 1806, is now 82 
cents per capita. From a position far 
down iu the list of nations we hnve 
taken first place in tlie matter of live 
stock production, in silver, in steel, in 
copper, and In those forty years the 
money In circulation has increased 
f pom $506,000,000 to $2,367,000,000.

Add one part finely powdered oxide of 
j zinc to six parts of any simple oint¬ 
ment 

Toothache may be cured by placing a 
smull piece of nutgall inside the hol- 
, low tooth. This destroys the nerve of 
I the tooth. The nutgall can be had 
from a chemist. Take it nut of the 
tooth and replace after one hour. 

Burns and scalds should he treated 
with glycerine and flour, tlie latter well 
heaped over the affected part. Then 
tie round a linen bandage to exclude 
the air; if eotton wool is handy, it is 
better to use for this purpose than 
linen. 

Take of ground linseed meal four 
parts, and of boiling water ten parts. 
Mix the linseed meal with tlie water 
gradually, stirring constantly. Tlie 
poultice should be an inch thick and 
very hot. A piece of thin flannel plac¬ 
ed between it nnd the skin will enable 
the poultice to be borne much hotter 
than it otherwise would. 

Deep breathing exercises, through 
the nostrils—never the mouth—should 
be practiced by every woman night 
and morning. At least ten deep in¬ 
halations of fresh air should be taken 
upon or before rising, and the same 
before going to bed. One deep breath 
slowly Inhaled and expelled, besides 
purifying the blood, exercises no fewer 
than 147 different muscles! 

A nourishing nnd stimulating meal 
for an invalid can be prepared as fol¬ 
lows: Separate the whites from the 
yolks of two now-laid eggs; take away 
the gelatinous string adhering to the 
yolk. Weil beat the eggs, nnd add 
pepper and salt to taste. Beat the 
wtiites to a stiff froth, pour half a pint 
of scalding beef tea on the yolk, light¬ 
ly stir in the beaten whites nnd serve 
at once. If the invalid's appetite is 
bad make only half tlie quantity.

WEED THAT CAUSES DEATH. 

Milk Sickness Is Caused by a Peculiar 
Vegetable Growth. 

From time to time in the past five 
decades Tennessee:! ns have been stirred 
to a profound sense of interest in the 
State’s mysterious malady, "milk sick¬ 
ness," as its deadly reappearance in 
certain sections of the State Inis been 
followed by fatai results to human be¬ 
ing and to stock. No one lias ever dis¬ 
covered the cause of the malady from 
which death relieves the victim after 
such physical agony as almost de 
prices tin* human sptH'ies of the power 
of speech, and dumb brutes express 
their sufferings by frenzied search for 
water to cool the thirst which con¬ 
sumes them. Once by a stream, they 
plunge or fall into it and quickly drink 
themselves to death. 

The fatal sickness is known to a 
limited extent in several sections of 
the State, but exists principally near 
Sparta, in White County. It is con¬ 
tracted through drinking the milk of 
cows that have eaten a certain weed 
known as the "milksick weed.” which 
looks somewhat like clover and grows 
thickly on the infected laud. But what 
constitutes the poison in the weed is 
no more determined to-day than it was 
when first located by the keen-witted, 
nature-wise mountaineers, who ha\ 0 
been its chief victims. It has been as¬ 
cribed at various times to minerals 
whose poison is absortied in the roots 
of the "miiksick" plant; to a vapor 
from some fungus growth, and to the 
action of tlie dew producing, in con¬ 
nection with tlie life of the plant, a 
certain poisonous acid. But ail of 
these theories have failed under tests 
applied by practical science. On the 
largest infected section known to ex¬ 
ist In the limits of the State, “Milk- 
Sick Mountain,” In White County, no 
mineral whatever exists; cattle which 
ate the “milksick weed” after the dew 
had dried died in agony just as those 
who ate it when the dew was fresh 
and sparkling, and the strictest search 
failed to find any fungus growth what¬ 
ever.—Louisville Courler-JoumaL

hi Port Arthur, lit retaliation it seems 
beyond doubt that Russia placed a 
number of floating mines in tlie open 
sea off Port Arthur, in the course fre¬ 
quented by Japanese war vessels, in 
the hope of thus entrapping and de¬ 
stroying the enemy's ships. It was 
one of these floating mines which de¬ 
stroyed the Japanese battleship Hats- 
uso with several hundred men. Since 
that time newspaper correspondents’ 
boats have reported seeing mines float¬ 
ing on tlie high seas. The tremendous 
peril which is thus threatened to oth¬ 
ers than participants In the conflict Is 
apparent.

Washington.—Secretary Shaw has 
given out a statement showing the 
comparison between the estimates 
i which he submitted to Congress in his 
last annual report and the actual re¬ 
ceipts and disbursements during the 
flcsal year, from wheih it appears that 
the actual surplus is only about three- 
fourths of a million dollars less than 
l the estimated surplus when account is 
’ taken only of expenditures which 
; were considered in submitting the es¬ 
timate. 

in the estimate submitted to Con- i 
gress no account was taken of possible 
expenditures in securing the right of 
way for the isthmian canal, nor of the I 
loan of 84,000,000 to the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition Company.

MILLIONS FOR IRRIGATION. 

One Million Acres of Arid Lands to Be 
Reclaimed to Man’s Use. 

New plans for irrigating arid lands 
in the West have been adopted by Sec¬ 
retary Hitchcock of the Interior De¬ 
partment. Several plans involving 
work which will require an outlay of 
$27,000,000 were submitted to him the 
other day, and after devoting much 
time to their consideration the Socre- 


YVith its delicate mechanism hidden in plants, flowers of all sizes and 
colors, the largest and most wonderful timepiece in the world has been 
placed In front of the north entrance to the Palace of Agriculture at the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition. In a maze of vines and foliage, skilled arti¬ 
sans have constructed machinery similar to the works of n watch and the 
floral timepiece will keep as correct time as the most delicate instrument 
ever turned out by a Swiss watchmaker. 

The clock is just sixteen times larger than any timepiece of which the 
world has any knowledge. The disk contains a circle of flower beds one hun¬ 
dred and twelve feet In diameter, and the hands are long, green pointers, 
the largest of which moves five feet a minute. The floral arrangement was 
planned by the chief of agriculture of the exposition and his assistants. The 
minute hand alone weighs 2,500 pounds.

Substitute lor Pumice. 

Artificial pumice is made In quanti¬ 
ties in Bfetigheim In the valley of the 
Knz In Germany, which is said to tie 
a xaluable substitute for the genuine 
stone, according to the New York Post. 
It Is made from ground sandstone ami 
clay, and there are ten kinds, differ¬ 
ing from each other in regal’d to hard¬ 
ness and grain as follows: (1) a hard 
and a soft kind with coarse grain, 
particularly useful In the leather, wax 
cloth, felt and wood industries; (21 
a hard and a soft kind with medium 
coarse grain, suited to stucco workers 
and sculptors and particularly useful 
for polishing wood before it Is painted; 
(3) a soft, fine-grained stone for the 
white and dry polish of wood and for 
tin goods; (4» one of medium hardness 
with fine grain, for giving the wood a 
surface for an oil polish; i.M a hard, 
line-grained one tor working metals 
and stones, especially lithographic 
stones; and finally pumice stones with 
a very tine grain. 

These artificial stones are used in 
pretty much the same way as those 
ol volcanic origin. Fo>' giving a smooth 
surface to wood, a dry stone is ap¬ 
plied, Imt to give it a tine polish tlie 
stone is dipped in oil. For the line work- 
no coarse-grained and for coarse work 
no fine-grained stones are used. The 
unreliability of pumice, both in grain 
and hardness, variations being noted 
even in the same piece, suggested the 
idea of replacing it with the artificial 
product.

room to excessive cold.

It Was Built oil the Remains of Julius 
Caesar's Theater, Rome. 

When Julius Caesar built his mag¬ 
nificent Theater ot' Marcellus he prob¬ 
ably had no notion that a day would 
come when an Italian noble, hard up, 
would be forced to sell the famous 
pile In order to satisfy the dent-aids 
of his creditors, says a Rome corre¬ 
spondent of the New Orleans Times- 
Democrat. That has happened, hop - - 
ever, for the Palazzo Orsini—which its 
princely owner has just disposed of 
by forced sale for $100,000— though it¬ 
self of Immense antiquity, is chiefly in¬ 
teresting because the well-preserved re¬ 
mains of the ancient theater of* the 
mighty Julius form the greater pirt 
of Its fabric. 

Prince Orsini, the present head of 
the family, whose name is so famous 
in Italian history, is heavily in debt 
in many quarters, and when his chief 
creditor, Commandator Menotti. pro¬ 
posed to pay himself by selling the an¬ 
cient palace of the Orsini family, an 
immense public outcry arose against 
so interesting an historical monument 
being sold, if sold at all, to private 
parties. The Palazzo is unoccupied 
and practically abandoned tit present, 
and nightly serves as a foregathering 
place for all sorts of poor and home¬ 
less creatures. A lengthy litigation 
has ended in its purchase by the Rome 
Savings Bank, though in the transac¬ 
tion the rights of the public have coca 
safeguarded. 

The ancient theater of Marcellus the 
remains of which most of the many 
American and other visitors to he 
Palazzo Orsini go to sec, though l-'run 
by Julius Caesar, was finished by Au¬ 
gustus and named for his nephew. It 
was built to hold 20,000 persons rid 
upon it all the architectural art of lie 
period was lavished. 

The medieval history of the pi;,me 
is interesting in the extreme. It was 
first turned into a fortress by the P >r- 
leoni faction, to lie used against the 
Frangipani, who had the Coliseum for 
the same purpose; hut later it was 
transformed into a fortified dwelling, 

J finally passing into the hands of the 
Orsini, who had it as their headquar¬ 
ters in their famous feuds with the 
Colonna.- 

The Orsini family is one of the cost 
: interesting of medieval Rome. F i ts 
given five popes to the church an*! one 
grand master to the Knights of Malta, 
i Its titles are unending, among them 
being very serene highnesses of the 
holy Roman empire, grandee of Sn titi, 
and, above all. prince assistant to the 
papal throne. This is the greatest lay 
j appointment at the Vatican, and is 
held also by tile head of the house of 
Colonna, having been especially .ve¬ 
nted for the two opposing families by 
Pope Sixtus V. Pope, cardinals and 
people were sick to death of the brawl¬ 
ing and bloodshed of the two houses, 
so the pontiff created them assistants 
to the throne to "assist" in keeping the 
peace, in the churches, at least, as 
they would go there without reta >ers 
and unarmed. 

The present Prince Orsini is 6G years 
old and is connected with the Tor- 
lonias through his mother. 'The prin¬ 
cess is an Austrian, site having been 
Countess Julia Ilo.vos, hut they do not 
live together. 

Ancient Egyptian Plants. 

The oldest herbarium in the world 
Is in the Egyptologist museum In 
Cairo, and consists of an inconspicu¬ 
ous collection of dried portions of 
plants. These portions of plants and 
flowers were taken from wreaths and 
garlands in the coffins with mummies, 
where they were placed by the ancient 
Egyptians ns death offerings, and from 
edible plants which were set in earth¬ 
en vessels on the floor of the sepul¬ 
chre as the furniture of the last rest¬ 
ing place of their beloved ones. 

Many of these floral remains are so 
well preserved that, after being treat¬ 
ed with warm water, they can bo 
handled like modern herbarium speci¬ 
mens.
